SEVERAL SUBFACTORIES 


Detroit, Mich., *“July 20.—The big 
Ford automobile*factory is outgrowing 
Detroit. So tremendous has its output 
become and s0 great are the demand: 
beingg made upon it for the future, 
that it has been found necessary to 
adopt a new policy by which in the 
near future the work of assembling 
cars in the parent plant will be large- 
y aided by the establishment of a 
series of subfactories, or assembling 
plants extending all over the country 
beginning with the coming season, at 
least eleven of these new plants, an) 
one of which would make a sizable au- 
tomobile factory in itself, will be in 
full operation. Before another year is 
passed it ig planned to have a Ford 
subfactory in practically every large 
DUSINess center of the country. 

“Of course, these plants will Only be 
for assembling, storage and sales pur- 
poses——and*none of the parts of Ford 
cars will be made in them,” said Mr. 
Hlenry Ford yesterday. ‘‘We are plan- 
ning tO meet the conditions § forced 
upon us by a world-beating demand 
for Ford cars—that's all. We are g0- 
ing to erect a series of substantia] 
buildings, one in practically every 
large distributing point from coast to 
coast. The Detroit factory. will con- 
tinue to make Ford cars just ag it has 
in the past, but, instead of assembling 
them all in Detroit, parts will be sent 
(co the branches and many thousan‘J 
‘ars put together there.

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THE COUNTRY HAS MOST TO GAIN. 


The state-wide sanitation bill, introduced. by Representative 
Ellis, is among the most important measures to be considered by 
the general assembly. It should be passed by both houses and made 
effective with the slightest possible delay. Our one objection to it 
is that the application of its provisions is optional with grand juries 
and not made mandatory upon each county. 

A fact that stands out with singular distinctness with regard 
to the principle back of the bill is that the country districts are 
mainly the gainers in its adoption. Here and there a country 
county has inaugurated a system of sanitation, but, speaking gen- 
erally, they are as yet unalive to the vital need of modern methods 
of sanitation and hygiene. 

It is impossible to estimate the lives lost and the efficiency for- 
feited and the careers blighted by archaic sanitary and hygienic 
regulations in the rural districts. The cities were the first to realize 
that disease is not, as formerly considered, a dispensation of Provi- 
dence and as such to be endured, but largely the result of human 
ignorance and neglect. The country, arguing from a broad premise, 
has yet to sense the full importance of this reasoning. 

Malaria, typhoid, hookworm disease, acute disorders and prac- 
tically the gamut of maladies that afflict humanity, are the conse- 
quences of failure to learn and apply the lessons of modern science. 
The mosquito and the death-dealing house-fly, to go no farther, have 
innumerable deaths and sicknesses charged to their account, and it 
must be said their most sweeping inroads are made in the country 
districts. 

The state sanitation bill aims to introduce in each county a 
meastire of the sanitary precautions that prevail in the cities. One 
of its most appealing features is that it provides for free regular 
medical inspection of school children, and that means that those 
who shall rule during the next generation will have a better start in 
life. The magic results of the policy in Fulton and other counties 


is enough to vindicate its wisdom in the farthest degree 

The Constitution hopes nothing will be allowed to interfere 
with the intelligent consideration and the passage of this bill. No 
state is greater than the health of its people. And the insuring of 
that health is the end and aim of the measure introduced by Mr. 


Ellis.

HF) present high cost of living has 
aroused a keen interest in the 
matter of diet and its relative 
importance in the scheme of life. 

Our ancestors were content with the 
pilainest fare and grateful for food suf- 
ficient in quantity to satisfy their hun- 
gor. For meat they depended on game, 
and the fruits, nuts and vegetables pro- 
duced in their own vicinity constituted 
the remainder of their diet. As civiliza- 
tion advanced, animals were raised and 
vegetables cultivated for food, and the 
Suppis became more plentiful; conse- 
quently the diet grew more and more 
complicated until, in our time, it Is cus- 
tomary to provide a menu so elaborate 
that it is a physical impossibility for one 
to partake of the many dishes prepared. 
We have acquired the habit of demand- 
ing that much more than we can eat 
be placed before us and choosing from 
this abundance such dishes as our fancy 
dictates. We eat to please the paiate, 
rather than to satisfy the hunger or 
nourish the body. 

This custom arose when provisions 
were plentiful and inexpensive, and |ike 
all habits when once formed, it is dif f_i- 
cult to break: but the high cost of food 
materials should be an effective warn- 
ing against their superfluous use. In 
fact, those inierested in the study of 
human nutrition have long advocated 
careful study of the dietary and simpli- 
fication of the daily menu, for hygienic 
as well] as economic reasona. 

The natidnal government has estab- 
lished, as part of the experiment station 
a subdivision for the investigation of 
human nutrition, Here experts are work- 
ing to solve the problem of feeding the 
nation in the most efficient and econon- 
ical manner. The results of these in- 
vestigations are published In pamphlet 
form known as ‘Bulletins’ and offered 
free of cost to al! sufficiently interested 
to gend a request to the office of exper:- 
ment stations. Washington, D. Cc. With 
the aid of these bulletins and the help 
which Is now so freely given by domes- 
tic-sclence teachers. lecturers and writ- 
ers, every housewife may, if she so 
elects. become efficient in the fleld of 
human nutrition, especially in the nu- 


trition of her own family, which is neco- 
essarily her first care. 

When food was plentiful and cheap, 
she did not feel called upon to econo- 
mize in the amount of food or the num- 
ber of courses offered. Indeed, in many 
instances the homemaker prided her- 
self upon being a ‘Iiberal provider’’ when 
she made her meals as elaborate as 
possible. If, therefore, the increase in 
the price of food materilals gives an 
incentive to the homemaker to provide 
simple menus, always offering a well- 
balanced ration, then fhe much-bewailed 
evil will have served a good purpose 
and worked a much-needed reform. The 


homemaker will find more time for her 
family and friends, her reading, music 
and outdoor enjoyments. She will no 
longer waste time, money and energy 
upon elaborate menus, but will, in- 
stead, direct her efforts toward the in- 
eee of a carefully balanced ra- 
tion. 

A balanced ration is that combination 
of food materials which wil! provide the 
body with sufficient nourishment to per- 
form its work with the least waste. In 
waste we consider waste of food ma- 
terials; if more ig consumed than is 
necessary, waste of energy in preparing 
and consuming the unnecessary food, 
and waste of money in its purchase. To 
avoid waste, therefore, we should eat 
just @nough food for our bodily needs 
and no more. In order to provide a 
balanced ration, it is necessary to un- 
derstand food values, that we may be 
able to decide between essentials and 
non-essentials, between necessities and 
luxuries. In order to preserve the bodily 
health, we must provide nutrition 
through food in the proper proportion to 
satisfy the needs of the body, namely, 
to build up bodily tissue and supply the 
energy for heat and work. There is a 
difference between food materials and 
food as eaten. All food materials consist 
of refuse and edible portions. The edible 
portions contain water and nutrient in- 
gredients; namely, proteim, fat, carbo- 
hydrates and mineral matters. **(7) 
A food is that which when taken into the 
body builds tissue or yields energy. 
(2) The most healthful food !s that which 
ig best Atted to the wants of the uscr. 
(3) The cheapest food is that which fur- 
Nishes the largest amount of noursh- 
ment at the least cost. (4) The best food 
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is that which is both the most healthful 
and cheapest.”” The food principles— 
protein, fat, mineral matter and carbo- 
hydrates—need a word of explanation. 
Proteins contain nitrogen and are known 
as nitrogenous food. The minera! mat- 
ter, fat and carbohydrates do not con- 
tain nitrowen and are known as non- 
nitrogenous foods. Protein is found in 
such foods ag meat, fish, milk, cheese, 
6£g8, peas and beans. This food builds 
bodily tissue and supplies heat and en- 
ergy. Fats are found in animal tissues, 
butter, cheese, the various oils, nuts and 
cereals. Their function in the body Is to 
produce heat and energy. Carbohy- 
drates (starches and sugars) are found 
in vegetables, cereals, fruits, nuts, milk 
and cheese. They furnish heat and en- 
ergy and also supply the necessary 
“bulk”? in the diet. Carbohydrates may 
be substituted for fats as energy givers, 
but 2% poundg of carbohydrates are 
necessary to give as muoh energy as 
one pound of fat. Mineral matter or 
ash is furnished by such foods as meats, 
milk, cereals, lettuce, cress, celery, en- 
dive, tomatoes, cucumbers, other “salad 


vegetables,” fruits and nuts. Mineral] 
matter (agh) furnishes the organio salts 
and enterg into the composition of all 
bodily tissues and fluids. 

According to Atwater, the propor- 
tion of nitrogenous to  non-nitrog- 
enous foods in the diet ghould be 
. fo 2 To preserve the bodily 
balance, the daily ration for @ 
man of average weight at light 
muscular work must contain twenty- 
eight-hundredths of a pound of pro- 
tein and enough carbohydrates and 
fats to give a total of 3500 calories of 
energy. Under similar conditions, a 
woman requires eight-tenths as much 
food as the man; a boy of I4 to 16, 
eight-tenths, and a girl 14 to 16, 
seven-eighths as much as the man; 
a child of 10 to 18 requires six-tenths; 
and a child of 6 to 9; five-tenths. 
These figures may be used as a guide 
in the study of balanced rations. In 
general, the colder the climate the 
more food is needed, for a large por- 
tion must be used as fuel to supply 
the necessary bodily heat. More food 
is needed in oold weather than in 
warm; more for an outdoor than an 
indoor worker; more for one at 
physical than for the same person at 
mental labor. 

Given two individuals of the same 
age and sex, equal in weight, one tall 
and spare and the other short and 
stout, all other things being equal, 
the tall, spare person will require 
more food than his stout neighbor, 
because he has a greater surface ex- 
posed to radiate the heat supplied by 
the food. This explaing why the spare 
man remains thin, although he is a 
hearty eater. 

The housewife, in making her menu, 
will do well to consider the occupa- 
tions in which the members of her 
family are engaged, as well ag the 
Climate, season of the year and the 


sudden warm or cold spell. When the 
children crave an undue amount of 
sweets it is time to look to the diet. 
It will very likely be too low in carbo- 
hydrates. Should an adult partake 
of his meals and yet find himself 
hungry for something which he can- 
not explain, look again to the diet. 
The proper balance has not been 
maintained. If only one food prin- 
ciple is provided, the needs of the 
body are not satisfied, the hunger is 
not appeased, notwithstanding that a 
sufficient quantity of food has been 
consumed. Note the amount of pop- 
corn that it is possible to eat and yet 
be hungry. The following table from 
Atwater illustrates a simple bDal- 
anced ration:

tom (derived from appetite) has given 
us some good combinations of foods, 
For example: Pork and beans, roast 
beef and potatoes, bacon and griddle 
cakes, rice and milk, macaroni and 
cheese, lamb and green peas. Each of 
these combinations affords a reasonably 
satisfactory ration. 

In order to achieve success in menu- 
making, a few fundamental principles 
should be kept in mind. The menu- 
maker should familiarize herself with 
the composition and effects of the va- 
rious foods necessary to the balanced 
ration, namely, protein, carbohydrates, 
fats, mineral salts, liquids and flavors. 
In general, furnish a liberal supply of 
food in the correct proportion. Beware 
of too much food, for !t is apt to cause

This table shows the exact weight of 


each food principle and its energy-giv- 
ing equivalent in calories. The reader 
will note that this ration provides twen- 
ty-elght-hundredths of a pound of pro- 
tein (nitrogenous food) and about four 
times as much non-nitrogenous food. 
The total fuel value {is about 3600 calories. 
A little observation will enable the house- 
keeper to think of the balanced ration 
in terms which are familiar to her. She 
thinks of meat in ‘“‘helpings,”’ of bread 
{n slices, thin or thick; of butter in 
squares. A siice of bread three-fourthg 


of an inch thick from a large loaf 
welghs two ounces. Four squares of 
butter (a siice five-eighths of an inch 
thick, cut from the end of a pound 
brick) weighs one ounce. Six medium- 
sized potatoes weigh one pound. A lib, 
eral helping of meat without bone 
weighs four ounces. Six medium-sized 
potatoes weigh cne pound. The beanced 
ration quoted above gives the follow- 
ing for the three meals: 


Round steak, three helpings. 

Butter, twenty-four squares. 

Potatoes, two. 

Bread, eleven thick or twenty-two 
thin slices. 


Animal foods. such as meat, fish, milk, 
cheese ar ana. are the chief source of 
protein in our diet. On account of 
economic conditions, this has become an 
established custom in ourcountry; but 
we may use vegetables rich in. protein 
with equal satisfaction. Beans, peas 
and lentils have long been regarded as 
‘‘meat substitutes.’’ To these we may 
add macaroni and cheese, succotash and 
nuts. In any case, we must maintain the 
correct proportion between the nitrog- 
enous and non-nitrogenous foods, and 
give a sufficient supply of nitrogenous 
foods to build and repair tissue. 

It is unwise, however, to use protein 
to supply heat and energy, for fats and 
carbohydrates serve that purpose more 
economically.

Protein and carbohydrates give an 
equal amount of energy per pound, but 
carbohydrates are cheaper than protein.

In making menus the appetite is a good 
guide if it has not been perverted.

, various food materials, the standards of 
family life and the skill of the menue 
maker. An extremely simple but well- 
balanced ration may be evolved from 
which one family will receive quite as 
much nutriment upon an outlay of $10 
per week for al] three meals as another 


family will receive from their food at 
the above rate of $10 for dinners alone, 
This requires a knowledge of the taste 
and dietetic requirements of the family 
as well as a careful study of market 
conditions and comparative food values. 
It is well worth while to give to the 
selection of food the same careful cone 
sideration that is given to other ‘bugle 
ness affairs,’’ the success of which is 
largely dependent upon proper nutrition. 

In electing to provide a simple diet, 
the housekeeper does not necessarily 
choose to employ inferior metertals. 
Economical buying does not refer to 
money alone. For example, it is some- 
times more economical to buy a good 
steak or roast than a cheaper cut of 
meat which requires more fuel and work 
for its preparation, although the two 
meats when served afford equal nutri- 
tion.

The raw materials of the above din- 
ner, for a family of five, would cost 
about $1.50.

RURAL TEACHER 
TELLS OF WORK 
’ BY CLUB WOMEN 


No higher tribute could be paid to 
the club women of Georgia in the ef- 
forts#to help on rural education than 
that expressed to them today tarough 
the letter of Miss Emma Perry, prin- 
cipal of the Poplar Springs schol, 
of Laurens county, which has since its 
establishment been fostered by the 
club women of Georgia. 

Miss Perry, whose efforts for the 
school have brought it to its prescnt 
State of progress, has resigned tie 
principalship, and to the club wornen, 
who are her friends, mig nest the fol- 
lowing letter: 

“Since it is a bie. task to trouble 
each of you with a letter I want to tell 
you through the medium of the club 
page that I have resigned the princi- 
palship of the Poplar Springs Indus- 
trial school. I regret seriously to tell 
you this but it seemed best for me to 
do so. Miss Nannie Fletcher, of Daw- 
son, Georgia, R. F. D., is my successor, 
I leave hoping that the school may go 
on towards perfection; that my plans 
for her future may be carried out; that 
her scope may be enlarged: that she 
may reach a higher standard than I 
could possibly map out for her. 

“I go believing fully that the coun- 
j} try is the ideal place for a school; that 
rural Georgia can be reclaimed through 
the work of the industrial high school; 
that it is both proper and possibile for 
enough such to be built in Georgia to 
Stamp out the blight of ignorance 
which has for so long cursed our fair 
state; that if Georgia could have 
enough schools of the right kind in the 


second ! 


country that country civilization would 
cease to flow to the town. I believe 
that, in order to have all these things 
come tO pass, We must have more 
trained 
lives to the rural schools, indestructi- 
ble teachers, unselfish teachers who 
teach because they cannot help teach- 
ing, because they love the profession. 
I believe also that if these things come 
to pass the people in their re- 
spective communities must take hold 
of the situation and tax themselves 
sufficiently to care for the right kind 
of school. They must not depend on 
philanthropy. They must not depend 
on the state. They must come to con- 
sider that the building of a goed school 
ig a wise investment, a safe invest- 
ment. The land adjoining Poplar 
Springs was valued at $15 six years 
ago when the industrial school was 
opened. Now it is vulued at $40 and 
cannot be bought for that. It Nas paid 
those people to make the investmeht 
they have made. Your’ co-operation 
and financial aid has seemed small to 
you but meant much to us. You in- 
spired teachers and patrons to strive 
towards higher things. May you con- 
tinue to aid, if only in a small way, 
the rural schools Your greatest, most 
valuable work not been in the 
towns and cities, though you have 
done lasting good there. Your work 
in the secluded corners of Georgia 
where there wag no organization, not 
much desire for better things, will 
count for most in the end. 

“The past year has been’ the best in 
the*history of the school. We have had 
four teachers, including the music 
teacher. Thirteen people lived in the 
dormitory. We had a splendid house- 
keeper. We succeeded in installing 4 
500-gzallon tank on the grounds. The 
ram keeps this tank full of water. 
The weatherboarding to the dormitory 
was extended to the ground as Mr. 
Fred Orr planned; the laundry ¢ rooin 
was almost conipleted; and manyQiher 
needed. improvements made. The in- 
surance debt was canceled, leaving the 
school entirely out of debt. 

“The pupils were more orderly and 
obedient: the club did its best work. 
As a club we settled all our obliga- 
tions: ordered 1,000 postcards of the 
schoo] to be put en sale at the post- 
ecard stands in Dublin; planted a num- 
ber of trees in the school and church 
grounds. 

‘We haq regular monthly programs, 
and: our chief concern has been to bet- 
ter the farm homes; to learn how to 
eare for the sick; to better the sani- 
tary conditions, and thus prevent sick- 
ness. One thing which We most de- 
sired to do was to lessen drudgery in 
the homes by solving’ the laundry 
problem. The problem will be solved

Shirred Eggs au Miroir: Eggs in 
Cocotte (Mrs. Janet McKenzie Hill.)—

shirred: when the eggs are basted with 
melted butter during the cooking to 
give them a glossy, shiny appearance, 
the dish is called au miroir. Often the 
eggs are served in the dish in which 
they are cooked: at other times, espe-

even more difficult to bake than the 
yellow sponge. Miss Farmer advises 
that after the cake has risen and be- 
gins to brown it should be covered 
with buttered paper. Of course, the 
paper must be buttered on both sid-s 
or it will curl. But it seems to me 
that In most ovens which are hot 
enough to brown the cake perceptibly, 
the bottom will be cooked too much 
if the top needs a paper over it. 

The cake must come up quickly, but 
not too quickly, and the surface must 
be of the lightest fawn color. In the 
case of a large cake, which must be 
baked forty-five minutes or so, it 
difficult to keep it from 
dark. In baking it in a gas oven this 
can be managed by having the oven 
at a rather hot cake heat, turning off 
the gas entirely for about five min- 
utes, then lighting it again with one 
burner turned about a fifth on. The 
home cook can rarely get as stiff a 
cake as the baker makes with alum 
or gum, but hers has the finer flavor.
